Preliminary hearing for man charged with 
firing gun at Stanford officer set for Oct. 22

STANFORD — The Harrodsburg 
man who was wounded after shooting 
at a Stanford police officer has been 
released from custody after being dis¬ 
charged from the hospital and posting 
bond. 

Jackie Murphy, who is charged with 


the attempted murder of Officer Tim 
Morris, posted a $200,000 property 
bond on Friday, the day he was 
released from the medical facility at the 
Kentucky State Reformatory at 
LaGrange, said Lisa Lamb, spokes¬ 
woman for the Department of 
Corrections. 

Murphy, 71, had been treated at the 
state facility since the Aug. 20 shoot¬ 


ing, when he was shot four times below 
the waist by Morris after allegedly 
opening fire on the officer in the park¬ 
ing lot of the Stanford Walmart. 

Murphy’s attorney, David Marshall 
of Nicholasville, entered a ‘not guilty’ 
plea on his client’s behalf during an 
arraignment last week in Lincoln 
District Court. 

A preliminary hearing scheduled for 
Monday was postponed until Oct. 22 
after Marshall requested that Murphy 
undergo a mental competency evalua¬ 
tion. Lincoln District Judge Janet 
Booth has not yet ruled on the request, 


Marshall said Tuesday. 

According to police, Murphy was 
confronted inside Walmart by store 
security after he appeared to be 
shoplifting some sandpaper. Murphy 
fled the store and then opened fire on 
Morris, who had just arrived in 
response to the shoplifting call, police 
said. 

According to friends in 
Harrodsburg, Murphy had served in 
combat during the Vietnam War and 
had appeared to be under increased 
stress in the days leading up to the 
shooting incident.

Folger said he received a 
phone call from Taylor 
around 11 a.m. Tuesday. 

"I've been in contact with 
him and he's supposed to ... 
turn himself in tomorrow 
morning," Folger said 
Tuesday afternoon. "But I 
don't know if he's going to 
or not." 

Folger said Taylor was 
not currently in Lincoln 
County but was planning to 
turn himself in at the sher¬ 
iffs office in downtown 
Stanford.

Schools could 
see lower 
scores under 
new system

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County school officials 
aren't exactly sure what 
they're going to find when 
they unwrap the district's 
new accountability and test¬ 
ing scores later this month, 
but they're prepared for an 
across-the-board drop in 
proficiency. 

The anticipated drop 
wouldn't be due to students 
performing worse than 
before; it would be due to 
new state standards that 
expect more from "profi¬ 
cient" students, 

Superintendent Karen Hatter 
said. 

"The bar has been raised 
on where that proficiency is, 
particularly in reading and 
math," Hatter said. 

Statewide math and read¬ 
ing scores under the new 
Kentucky Rating for 
Education Progress system 
— known as K-PREP — are 
projected by the state 
Department of Education to 
be 25-30 percentage points 
lower than in previous years. 

But that figure needs some 
context, because the new K- 
PREP scores won't be direct¬ 
ly comparable to old scores 
determined under the previ¬ 
ous CATS system, said Pam 
Hart, Lincoln Schools' chief 
deputy of quality manage¬ 
ment. 

"It would be like compar¬ 
ing the scores of a football 
game and a basketball 
game," Hart said. "The num¬ 
bers are the same but they 
mean different things." 

Hart said under CATS, 
academic achievement was

STANFORD — An 8- 
year-old boy who was 
severely injured during a 
church hayride is recuperat¬ 
ing at home after a nearly 
three-week stay in the hos¬ 
pital. 

Jalen Smith of Stanford 
was airlifted to the 
University of Kentucky 
Children's Hospital Sept. 16 
after his leg was crushed in 


an accident during a 
hayride. 

Jalen's mother, 

Jacqueline Smith, said the 
accident broke both of the 
main bones in Jalen's leg. 

Jalen underwent four sur¬ 
gical operations, including 
a muscle transplant, nerve 
reconstruction and two skin 
grafts, Jacqueline said. 

The pain of Jalen's injury 
was extreme, and remains a 
major issue even now that 
he's home. 


"It has been the most dif¬ 
ficult thing I've ever been 
through as a parent to have 
to watch him be in pain," 
Jacqueline said. "It's been 
very difficult." 

While he was in the hos¬ 
pital, Jalen was visited by 
countless friends and had 
special visits from UK 
Wildcats' wide receiver 
Aaron Boyd, Lexington

Just a few years ago, we 
were a print business with 
digital on the side. Today, 
we are bringing together 
print, web and mobile, and 
opening the possibilities for 
even greater advancements 
that now may be only 
dreams in a young innova¬ 
tor’s mind. 

Our digital products are 
growing fast, and our web¬ 
sites have taken the market 
lead. Indeed, newspapers 
are the Internet, or at least a 
vital and sought-after part of 
it. Aggregators such as 
Google News rely on news¬ 
paper journalism as their 
primary source for content. 
Search engines frequently 


refer people looking for 
content back to newspaper 
websites. Among adults 18- 
plus, our web audience 
exceeds those of 
Yahoo/ABC, MSNBC (now 
NBCNews.com), The 
Huffmgton Post, CNN and 
CBS. 

Newspapers reach more 
than 100 million adults - 
nearly 6 in 10 of the U.S. 
adult Internet population - 
during a typical month. 
Consumers age 25 and 
above still are the core audi¬ 
ence for our print product, 
but newspapers also reach 
nearly 60 percent of the crit¬ 
ical 18-to-34 demographic 
in print and online during an 
average week. 

In an era where anyone 
can say anything and call it 
news, it is newspaper con¬ 
tent that consistently gets it 
right and keeps it in context. 
And a critical part of the 
industry evolution is the 
recognition that if you want 
to separate the serious from 
the sludge, it might cost you 
a little money. 

Newspapers have proven 
they can function in print, 
on websites, in digital part¬ 
nerships and as part of the 
social media scene. But they 
also can do what no one 
else can do. We are at the 
heart of our communities. 
We generate the information 
and track the local develop¬ 
ments that are vital 

for an informed, engaged 
citizenry. We offer clarity 
and perspective, and we 
provide content that our 
readers can trust. 

Getting to the point we 
are at now has not been 
easy. Genuine change is 
never easy. But we are far 
closer to our future than our 
past, and that future is 
bright.

Local newspapers keep 
communities connected

We can get our national news on 
cable television, catch the weather on 
local broadcast stations, listen to talk 
radio on the AM or FM dial and fol¬ 
low our favorite blogs on the 
Internet, but where do we turn for 
local information that directly 
impacts our daily lives? More often 
than not it is community newspapers. 

Technology has transformed how 
we gather information in the 21 st 
Century. Newscycles run 24/7, 
tablets and laptops are becoming 
smaller and smart phones keep get¬ 
ting smarter. 

As a result most traditional large 
newspapers are struggling to stay 
alive - they are more and more fre¬ 
quently printing only two to three 
times a week, personnel and content 
are shrinking like never before, and 
more information is shifted to online 
editions. 

Yet local community newspapers 
are thriving because they have per¬ 
sistently weathered the storm year in 
and year out to remain a fixture in 
our everyday lives. As our societies 


become more complex and diverse 
with growing numbers of ways to 
obtain information, the role of local 
newspapers in informing our com¬ 
munities becomes even more signifi¬ 
cant. 

We count on them to regularly 
check in with the courts and police 
stations. They print announcements 
on births, deaths, engagements, mar¬ 
riages, anniversaries, church news, 
job openings, school information and 
service club endeavors. 

They publish notices of local 
municipal meetings. They print tax 
increases, millage initiatives, notices 
of changes in laws and property 
rezoning - all issues that most direct¬ 
ly affect our pocketbooks by deter¬ 
mining how our hard-earned tax dol¬ 
lars are spent at the local level and 
how are local officials are represent¬ 
ing us. 

They help run the local economic 
engine and provide a marketplace for 
the community. They offer local 
small businesses with an effective 
and affordable means of connecting 
with local consumers. They print 
sales at the supermarket, coupons for 
discounts at local stores, real estate 


listings, and classifieds for every¬ 
thing from a used car to a neighbor’s 
garage sale. 

It’s also personal. Communities 
feel a sense of ownership in their 
local newspaper, and the people that 
report the news are often our friends 
and neighbors down the street. 

News aggregating websites such as 
Drudge Report and the major news 
blogs are great at offering up major 
national and international news and 
analysis, but they simply do not pro¬ 
vide the information on issues that 
impact us at the local level. It is 
especially true for the elderly and 
those with low incomes who often 
have less access to computers and 
transportation. 

They normally only publish once a 
week, but community newspapers 
remain the one constant source of 
local information. In good times and 
in bad, they stay focused on us as a 
community. 

Now more than ever, community 
newspapers are an important binding 
thread of our cities and towns.

Your newspaper will be 
there for you. 

A simple statement, but 
let’s break it down a bit. 

Your newspaper ... That’s 
right, all yours, assembled 
just for you, tailored to 
where you live, emphasiz¬ 
ing the things that affect 
you, keeping track of the 
people and players in your 
community. Your newspaper 
is put together by people in 
a newsroom that was built 
for you, where people work 
to supply information that 
matters to you, from the 
details of that crash you 


passed by on Tuesday to 
biographies of the candi¬ 
dates for your school board 
to notices of what’s on sale 
at your local supermarket. 

.. .Will be there for you. 
Be where? On your porch, 
in your mail, at your con¬ 
venience store and, yeah, 
sometimes in your bushes. 
But also at your township 
hall, inside your local police 
department, attending your 
city council meeting, watch¬ 
ing your elections. It will be 
where you can’t, paying 
attention, keeping watch, 
asking questions, making 
the record public. 

And you can take it wher¬ 
ever you’re going without 


worrying about battery life 
or Wi-Fi connections. 

Some say newspapers are 
dying, that people get their 
news today from the 
Internet, TV and radio. But 
where do the Internet, TV 
and radio get their news? 
From the newsrooms of 
America’s newspapers, large 
and small, which still 
encompass the nation’s 
largest newsgathering force. 
Other information providers 
may add opinion, pictures 
or sound, but most of the 
time, the facts begin in the 
newsrooms of newspapers, 
where journalists are there 
for you, cultivating sources, 
combing through records, 


asking tough questions. 

A few generations back, 
TV and radio were sup¬ 
posed to be the death of 
newspapers. Instead, they 
were catalysts for newspa¬ 
pers to dig further, to offer 
context, analysis, perspec¬ 
tive and storytelling that the 
electronic media couldn’t 
deliver. TV and radio didn’t 
kill newspapers; they made 
them deeper, smarter and 
more thoughtful. 

For about a generation 
now, the Internet has sup¬ 
posedly been driving news¬ 
papers into extinction. 

Nope. It’s just given their 
newsrooms another platform 
to deliver journalism that 


now includes videos, inter¬ 
active graphics and access 
to informational archives 
built for years by ... Guess 
which medium? 

Unlike websites and blog¬ 
gers, newspapers are fix¬ 
tures in their communities. 
Most of them were around 
long before personal com¬ 
puters and smart-phone 
apps, chronicling life, dis¬ 
secting trends and exposing 
things that needed some air. 
And unlike less-established 
media, their newsrooms 
operate with standards and 
ethics intended to assure the 
credibility of the informa¬ 
tion they deliver. They don’t 
just make the record; they 


protect it, too. It’s a respon¬ 
sibility, a trust, a duty. 

And while newspapers 
and their newsrooms have 
always broken stories, the 
Internet has now enabled 
them to cover breaking 
news, too, with reporting 
that goes directly up on-line 
— just as soon as it meets 
those newsroom standards. 

So the evolution contin¬ 
ues. 

But the mission remains 
the same: To be there. For 
you. Because it’s your 
newspaper.

An encouraging word 

When compromise 
is not an option

Many years ago when I 
was a small boy attending a 
two-roomed country school 
in Cumberland County, I was 
introduced to Kentucky his¬ 
tory. As a result of that expo¬ 
sure, I developed an interest 
in, and appreciation for, that 
subject. That interest led me 
to study Kentucky history 
whenever possible in both 
high school and college, and I 
found that study rewarding. 
It helped me to leam a great 
deal about the state in which I 
have spent most of my life. 

After learning about the 
settlement of Kentucky, one 
of the first bits of Kentucky 
history that I remember from 
that study involved Henry 
Clay, one of our state’s noted 
statesman and orator. As a 
resident of Lexington, Clay, 
over a number of years, 
served our state in 
Washington as an influential 
member of both the House of 
Representatives and the 
Senate. As a Senator nearing 
the end of his life, he was 
instrumental in formulating 
the Compromise of 1850 that 
led to him forever after 
becoming known as the 


“Great Compromiser.” 

Early in life I learned the 
meaning of compromise. To 
compromise a settlement is 
made between contending 
groups with some opposing 
views in which each side 
agrees to give up some 
demands and makes some 
concessions. There are times 
when compromise may be 
appropriate and necessary, 
for the process of give and 
take may lead to real accom¬ 
plishment. 

As a small boy, the idea of 
compromise raised a serious 
question in my mind, for 
good parents and good teach¬ 
ers had instilled in my mind 
the idea that, in life, some 
things are right and some 
things are wrong; there is to 
be no compromise. At all 
time and under all circum¬ 
stances, one is obligated to 
stand firm without wavering 
for that which is known to be 
right. 

There may be, and proba¬ 
bly are, times in life when sit¬ 
uations develop that make 
compromise necessary, but 
when principles of right and 
wrong are involved, compro¬ 
mise is not a viable option.

Donnie 
Gomm, also of Florida. His text 
being from Romans 8:24-26. 
When we have a prayer life and 
relationship with God, His spirit 
will take over and teach us what 
to pray. When we call out on 
behalf of someone else we can 
be the intercessor between them 
and the throne of God. There is 
an amazing power in prayer. 

Sunday night’s service was 
equally filled with the over¬ 
whelming power of God. Bro. 
J.R. Skaggs gave a wonderful 
sermon on "When shortcuts 
come up short", reading text 
from Exodus 13:17-19. The 
children of Israel had just 
escaped Pharoah’s mle. They 
did not want to wander around, 
trying to figure out what to do 
next. They certainly didn’t want 


to wander in the wilderness for 
forty years. They wanted the 
shortest route possible. They 
wanted to go straight from 
bondage to the promised land 
with no inbetween. Isn’t that 
how we all feel about life? We 
want to get to the "good stuff’ as 
fast as possible, taking the fastest 
route, but life and road to God’s 
promises is filled with many 
detours and road blocks. But, 
those road blocks get you to the 
exact place that you need to be. 
If He sent you straight into the 
promised land from bondage 


you wouldn’t know how to han¬ 
dle it. He has to slowly ease you 
into peace and contentment 
when you have gone so long in 
pain and discomfort. It only took 
God a day to bring Israel out of 
Egypt, but it took 40 years to 
bring Egypt out of Israel. You 
are delivered from bondage and 
sin, but it can take time to be 
completely rid of it and ready for 
the promise. Tmst in God’s tim¬ 
ing, in His will, in His "detours" 
and know that when He knows 
you are ready, He will grant you 
entrance to His many promises.

For the last two

Then Martha went 
back to her home, and 
Mary went to meet Jesus 
and told him if he had 
been there, Lazarus 
would not have died. 


Then Jesus went to the 
cave where Lazarus was, 
and ordered the stone 
covering the opening to 

be removed, and told 
Martha, “Said I not unto 
thee, that, if thou 
wouldest believe, thou 
shouldest see the glory 
of God?” 

Then Jesus prayed and 
called for Lazarus to 
come forth; then Lazarus 
came forth, wrapped in 
graveclothes. 

Bro. Johnny said this 
is only one example of 
having to wait for God to 
act in ways we think he 
should, that God has his 
reasons for making us 
wait, or for not answer¬ 
ing our prayers, our 
wishes.

Prescription drug abuse in

Doctors have told Jalen he 
cannot put any weight on his 
broken leg for eight more 
weeks. While he is currently 
wheelchair-bound, Jacqueline 
said it's possible Jalen may be 
able to begin using crutches 
next week, at which point he 
could begin some physical 
therapy. 

While at home, he has a 
bed set up in the living room 
and he finds comfort in visits 
from friends, watching 
ESPN and playing XBox, 
Jacqueline said. 

There is no estimate at the 
moment for how long it will 
take for Jalen to recover full 
use of his leg. 

"They said it really just 
depends on his rehab, on 
how well he does," 


Jacqueline said. 

Following news of Jalen's 
injury, there has been a mas¬ 
sive outpouring of support 
from the local community 
and from around the nation. 

Jacqueline said last time 
she counted, people from 28 
states and at least four differ¬ 
ent countries had heard of 
Jalen's situation and pledged 
to pray for him via the 
Facebook group "Praying for 
Jalen." 

Get-well cards, food and 
other gifts have flowed in 
from the local community 
and one man from Jalen's 
church even built a wheel¬ 
chair ramp for him that was 
installed and ready to go 
when he got home from the 
hospital Friday. 

"It's been unbelievable," 
Jacqueline said. "You know 
that people care about you, 
but when something like this 
happens and that many peo¬ 


ple step up and offer help 
and support and prayers, it's 
remarkable." 

Jalen's father, J, said the 
family doesn't have a handle 
yet on how much the med¬ 
ical bills for Jalen's treat¬ 
ment will total, but it will be 
"a bunch." 

A fundraiser to help 
Jalen's family pay his med¬ 
ical bills has been scheduled 
for 1-5 p.m. Oct. 28 at the 
L&N Depot in Stanford. 

The fundraiser will 
include a com hole tourna¬ 
ment, silent auction, zumba 
and many other events. 

Jacqueline said the experi¬ 
ence has taught her to never 
take anything for granted. 

"You never imagine your 
child getting on a hayride 
and it turning out like this, 
with him facing what he's 
facing now," she said.

the major way scores were 
determined. Under K-Prep, 
academic achievement is 
just a small piece of the 
overall score. 

Under K-PREP, academic 
achievement only makes up 
30 percent of each elemen¬ 
tary school's total score, 28 
percent of Lincoln Middle 
School's score and just 20 
percent of Lincoln High 
School's score. 

Schools' scores are now 
substantially affected by 
how individual students 
improve in proficiency over 
time and how well low- 
income, special-education, 
minority and English-lan- 
guage-learner students per¬ 
form. 

At the middle and high 
school levels, scores also 
account for how well stu¬ 
dents are prepared for col¬ 
lege or a career. 

"It's new, it's rather com¬ 
plicated, and I think it's 
especially complicated for 
those outside of education 
because ... as parents or 
community members, we're 
used to looking up numbers 
from the past and saying, 
'OK, how are we doing?" 
Hart said. "I'm intrigued to 
open these scores. We don't 
know if the schools that 
have performed really well 
in the past will perform as 
well." 

Hatter said even though 
it's hard to guess how indi¬ 
vidual schools' scores will 
change, she expects to see a 
"move toward the mean," 


with previously-high-scor¬ 
ing schools losing more off 
their scores than previously- 
low-scoring schools. 

"You won't be able to 
make a standard score com¬ 
parison (year over year), but 
you will be able to see how 
you ranked compared to 
other schools," Hatter said. 
"It will be a good way to see 
if you've moved up in rank." 

Lincoln County High 
School Principal Tim 
Godbey told Stanford City 
Council members Oct. 4 he 
expects his students to be an 
exception to the rule of 
lower scores. 

Even with K-PREP's 
higher standards, Godbey 
said he feels the high 
school's progress has been 
so monumental that it will 
be one of the few schools in 
the state to see its scores go 
up. 

"That's not official by any 
means," Godbey said. "But 
we feel like by our prelimi¬ 
nary work that that's what 
has happened." 

Hatter said work done 
across the district to 
improve performance fol¬ 
lowing the high school's 
classification last year as a 
persistently low-achieving 
school has helped improve 
students' performance. 

As a result, scores may 
not drop as drastically as 
they might have otherwise, 
she said. 

"I think we've taken some 
steps to mitigate the impact 
of those higher standards," 
she said. 

Hatter and Hart said the 
scoring change is a good 


move that will help the 
Lincoln County School 
District improve students' 
outcomes. 

Hatter said the new stan¬ 
dards are in-line with 
national expectations, mean¬ 
ing students who meet the 
"proficient" level now will 
be better prepared to find 
work and contribute any¬ 
where in the world. 

"Students in Kentucky are 
not just going to compete ... 
with students from 
Kentucky," she said. 
"They're going to be nation¬ 
al and international citizens 
now." 

Hart said the new scoring 
system provides much more 
detail on individual student 
performance, allowing for 
more focus on helping stu¬ 
dents if they begin to fall 
behind. 

"You want to be able to 
determine as a parent and an 
educator if each individual 
child is able to make aca¬ 
demic progress," she said. "I 
think (the new system) is 
good. It's just so new that to 
be able to clearly articulate 
exactly how it's calculated is 
somewhat difficult." 

The new scores will be 
given to the school district 
later this month, and then 
released to the public a cou¬ 
ple weeks later. The scores 
will be presented in a new 
"school report card" that is 
"replete with information" 
breaking down school per¬ 
formance in many different 
areas, Hart said. 

"We are all learning this 
just as fast and furious as 
everyone else," she said.

School board approves 
plan to buy new buses

STANFORD — The Lincoln County 
School Board has approved a plan that 
could allow the district to replace its active 
buses every 14 years at little or no net cost 
to the district. 

Ronnie Deatherage, chief deputy of qual¬ 
ity support, told board members reimburse¬ 
ments available from the state would make 
upgrading the district's aging fleet possible. 

The Kentucky Interlocal School 
Transportation Association repays school 
districts a percentage of the cost of new 
buses every year for 10 years, with the 
repayments totaling 100 percent of the cost 
to buy the buses new. 

Deatherage said after the first 10 years, 
KISTA also offers bonus reimbursements of 
6 percent of the cost for four more years. 

That means the district would be paid 124 
percent of the original cost of each new bus 
over the course of 14 years. 

Deatherage recommended the board pur¬ 
chase one special-needs bus and three stan¬ 
dard buses at a total cost of $398,556. 

During the 14 years the buses would be in 
reimbursement, the district would be reim¬ 
bursed a total of about $470,000, which 
should cover the cost of the new buses and 
the financing cost of about $72,000, making 
the plan potentially cost-neutral, 
Deatherage said Tuesday. 

Lincoln has used the KISTA reimburse¬ 
ment option for bus purchases in the past, 
but currently only 37 of the district's 73-bus 
fleet are new enough to still be generating 
reimbursement payments from the state. 

The remaining 36 buses in the fleet are 


more than 14 years old and no longer 
receive reimbursement payments. Eleven 
of those are about two decades old, accord¬ 
ing to information provided by Deatherage. 

The district currently uses 21 buses that 
are more than 14 years old on daily routes. 
Other old buses are used as back-ups when 
active buses need repairs. 

Deatherage submitted a plan for regular 
bus replacement through KISTA reim¬ 
bursements that could keep Lincoln 
County on a continuous 14-year bus- 
replacement cycle. 

Under Deatherage's plan, the school 
would buy four new buses eligible for 
KISTA reimbursement every year. Every 
fourth year, the school would purchase an 
additional KISTA-reimbursement-eligible 
bus. Over 14 years, the plan would replace 
each one of the district's 59 active buses. 

School Board member Tim Jackson said 
he would like to know if the district could 
purchase one of the four buses outright and 
save on the financing costs. 

Deatherage confirmed Tuesday if the 
school finds enough money to purchase 
one of the buses outright that the bonus 
reimbursements at the end of the bus' 14- 
year life would be money in the bank for 
the district, since it wouldn't have had to 
pay any finance charges. 

Board members were unsure whether 
initial costs for buying the buses could be 
payed out of the school's capital outlay 
fund or would need to come out of the gen¬ 
eral fund. 

The board voted unanimously to commit 
to purchasing the buses and work out the 
details of which fund will cover the initial 
cost later.

Lincoln defeats Danville; advances to first regionals since 2004

secutive winning season only got

Kristen Meece, Maddie Adams 
and Macy Kaiser scored the goals 
Lincoln needed to clinch a spot in the 
district title game and a berth in next 
week’s 12th Region Tournament, 
with Meece and Adams getting into 
goal in the first half and Kaiser seal¬ 
ing the win with a second-half goal. 

Meece took care of all the scoring 
Lincoln needed in the 32nd minute of 
the first half. The sophomore forward 
dribbled the ball toward goal then, 
just as Danville defenders Alexa 
Burks and Fariha Siddiqui collapsed 


around her, Meece punched in a shot 
from 20 yards out on Lady Admiral 
goalkeeper Katie Nelson. 

Adams gave Lincoln a 2-0 cushion 
with just 2 minutes left in the half off 
a penalty kick. Lincoln earned the 
PK when Rachel Spangler, who was 
driving on goal, was tripped in the 
goal box by Danville’s Hibah 
Siddiqui. 

Spangler, Lincoln’s leading scorer 
and one of the best in the area, was 
denied a goal on the play and for the 
duration of the game, but that didn’t 
discourage the Lady Pat junior or 
deter her teammates. 

“No, we have a team of great scor¬ 
ers all around, obviously, or we 
wouldn’t have three forwards,” said 
Spangler. “I trust my other team¬ 
mates and, when I get double- 
downed or people are holding me, I 
know that I can look to them to 
score.” 

Kaiser said Spangler is always a 
key player whether she’s scoring or 
not. 

“We’ve got other girls that can do 
it (score). But we really depend on 
Rachel,” the first-year coach said. “I 
mean, if she’s not scoring, she’s able 
to spread the field, and that really 
helps the team.”

45th District Volleyball 

Lady Pats eke out 3-2 
win to advance

The Lincoln County volley¬ 
ball team was successful in its 
post-season opener, ousting 
Garrard County 3-2 in the 45th 
District semifinals at Boyle 
County High School Monday 
night. 

It was a nip-tuck battle 
between the two teams, with 
the best of five match going the 
full five sets. Garrard (9-18) 
took the first set 25-20, but 
Lincoln (14-14) came back to 
win the next two sets 27-25, 
25-22. Garrard evened the 
match up with a 25-21 fourth- 
set win only to have Lincoln 
clinch the deciding set 15-7 to 
advance to the title game. 

“All of the first four sets 
were quite close,” Lincoln 
coach Amanda Massey-Wiles 
said. “Lincoln lost the first set

After giving up the fourth set 
to Garrard, Lincoln came back 
to gain control of the fifth set to 
earn the Lady Patriots a berth 
in next week’s 12th Region 
Tournament. 

“Everyone expected a battle 
for the fifth set, but Lincoln 
was able to establish control 
early, and to maintain it 
throughout,” Massey-Wiles 
said.

they had the mindset to win 
tonight and not let anything 
hit the floor. It was straight 
determination and straight 
teamwork.” 

There were smiles all 
around after the ball fell to the 
floor on the Boyle side of the 
net — and a few tears, too. 
After the Lady Patriots got 
their hands on the trophy and

“We had heart,” Douglas 
said. “We wanted it, we knew 
what we had to do to get it, 
and we did it.” 

The Lady Patriots rallied 
from a 20-16 deficit in the 
second set, scoring five 
straight points and six of the 
last seven. Then they scored 
the first seven points of the 
third set, and that seemed to 
take the wind out of Boyle’s 
sails. 

“We just had to push it,” 
Douglas said. “We always 
have slow starts, and we’re 
like, ‘We can’t do it any 
more. We’ve got to step up 
and take our ground.’” 

Massey-Wiles said they 
have worked on maintaining 
momentum, and she said that 
work paid off during the

It wasn’t only the offense 
that was setting Lincoln (4-4, 

1-2 Class 5 A District 7) up for 
an easy victory. South Laurel 
(1-6, 0-3) struggled against 
the Patriots’ defense, especial¬ 
ly the first half, managing just 
81 yards in the first two peri¬ 
ods on its strength - the pass¬ 
ing game - and being held to 
minus-7 yards rushing. 

The Cardinals, who got on 
the plus side offensively with 
283 passing yards, were inter¬ 
cepted three times in the first 
half. 

Lincoln’s Trevor Gaines 
got the first pick off South 
Laurel’s Tyler Detherage mid¬ 
way through the first quarter 
to set up the Patriots’ first 
score. Gaines, who had 
returned the interception for a 
touchdown only to have it 
nullified by a penalty, still 
managed to give Lincoln 
excellent field position at the 
South Laurel 25-yard line. 

Robinson carried the ball all 
four plays of the drive, finish¬ 
ing with a 3-yard touchdown 
run. 

Detherage, who was 3-for- 
5 for 58 yards with two inter¬ 
ceptions, was picked off again 
less than four minutes later as 
the Cardinals drove inside the 
Lincoln 25. The pass intended 
for Jason Mitchell, was tipped 
by Mitchell into the hands of 
TJ Torres, who then high- 
tailed it 97 yards to the end 
zone to put Lincoln up 14-0. 

“They throw a lot more 
than they run the ball so I was 
just coming out with the 
mindset, T’m going to get an 
interception, and I’m just 
going to run as fast as I can 
and see what I can get with 
it,”’ Torres said.

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FARM FACTS

October beef 
cattle chores 


The cool days of fall 
always make us appreci¬ 
ate the harvest of crops 
and livestock and often 
make us feel like it is 
time to wind down on 
outdoor chores. Well, 
that’s a nice thought, but 
on the farm there is little 
time to wind down. 
Chores must go on, so 
this week I want to share 
some management 
chores that beef produc¬ 
ers need to be doing at 
this time. 

Wean calves this 
month and start them on 
a 45-60 days growing 
program to increase their 
value and your profits. If 
the preweaning working 
has been completed, 
revaccinate (booster) 
calves for H, somnus, 
BRSV and other dis¬ 
eases. If you vaccinate 
calves yourself, be sure 
that you know how to 
handle vaccines proper¬ 
ly. This year for sure, 
producers should consid¬ 
er feeding weaned calves 
before selling them. 
They can make rapid and 
efficient gains, especial¬ 
ly if they are coming off 
fescue pastures. 

Consider strip grazing 
accumulated fescue pas¬ 
ture along with grain 
feeding. These calves 
will also do well on hay 
and grain. These calves 
will do great in one of 
the area CPH sales in 
December. The past few 
years participants in the 
CPH Sales realized good 
premiums on the price 
per pound and they got 
good gains on the cattle 
which resulted in many 
producers netting $50- 
$100 more per calf than 
what they would get in a 
regular auction sale. You 
can contact me for CPH 
details. If you don’t sell 
in a CPH sale, you can 
still benefit from a vacci¬ 
nating and health man¬ 
agement program. You 


can enjoy the calf weight 
gains and then when you 
go to the stockyards be 
sure to tell the manager 
and auctioneer your cat¬ 
tle have been through a 
weaning program. 

Generally, you will 
receive an increase in the 
price per pound as a 
result of your work. 

Cull cows which are 
identified as open with a 
pregnancy check. Cull 
those that weaned off 
poor calves, and those 
that are unsound. Long¬ 
term profitability 

requires that we keep 
selecting cows, which 
will reproduce and have 
good performing calves 
under our environmental 
conditions. Sell open 
cows before winter to cut 
down on feed costs. You 
can’t afford to keep that 
cow for another year to 
get her back in “sync” 
with your spring breed¬ 
ing program. 

Those of you with 
over 40 cows should 
keep back the best heifer 
calves for herd replace¬ 
ments. Calves, which 
were born early in the 
calving season, will like¬ 
ly be ready to breed ear¬ 
lier than late-born calves. 
Begin evaluating them 
prior to weaning while 
they are with their dams. 
Select weanling replace¬ 
ment heifers based on 
performance and func¬ 
tional traits such as struc¬ 
tural soundness, tem¬ 
perament, fleshing abili¬ 
ty, muscling and EPD’s. 
If you have a small herd 
(40 cows or less) you 
probably should sell your 
heifers and buy bred 
heifers. I say this 
because you will not get 
any return from your 
heifers for a long time, so 
in a small herd, it is often 
better economics to buy 
bred replacement heifers, 
so as to get a quick return 
on your investment. 


Here are some other 
chores to do this month. 
Cull herd bulls that are 
roguish, old, unsound, or 
questionable in any way. 
It is not too early to 
begin thinking about 
bulls for next year. 
Remove fly control ear 
tags from all animals and 
dispose of according to 
instructions on package. 
Treat for grubs/lice. 
These parasites stress the 
cattle which thus 
requires more feed to 
keep cattle healthy. 

Take soil samples for 
soil analysis to determine 
pasture and hayfield fer¬ 
tility needs. October is 
the month to apply phos¬ 
phate, potash and lime 
accordingly to your hay 
and pasture fields. 

Test hay for quality 
and make inventory of 
hay supplies and needs. 
We can help you get that 
done for just $10 per lot 
of hay sampled. 

Remember to supply a 
good mineral supplement 
for your cattle at all 
times. Keep available to 
them a free choice loose 
mineral with Rumensin 
or Bovatec to both Stock¬ 
er cattle and cows. I 
know the cost is high but 
the minerals and vita¬ 
mins are important for 
cattle health and cattle 
gains so this is not the 
time to cut back on min¬ 
erals. 

This is a long list of 
chores, but most won’t 
take a lot of time or 
involve a lot of hard 
work to get good produc¬ 
tion result and profits. 
Doing these chores will 
be time well spent and 
time that becomes prof¬ 
itable.

MONEY TIPS FOR STUDENTS 

Time to start repaying student loans 


If you finished college in 
May and have student loans, 
it’s almost time to begin 
repaying them. These tips 
from the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA) may 
help. 

One of the smartest things 
you can do is pay more than 
your scheduled payment 
amount. The extra is applied 
to the principal, so you will 
pay less interest over the 
life of your loan. 

As a student loan borrow¬ 
er, you should let your 
lender know if you change 
your name, address or 
phone number; if something 
changes your status, such as 
going back to school; or if 
you have problems making 
your payments. 

You have several repay¬ 
ment plans from which to 
choose. The standard repay¬ 
ment plan calls for equal 
monthly payments over 10 
years. The minimum month¬ 
ly payment is usually $50. 
Other options include: 


• Graduated repayment, 
which starts with lower 
repayment amounts that get 
higher over the maximum 
10-year period. 

• Income-sensitive repay¬ 
ment, with monthly pay¬ 
ments based on gross 
income. 

• Income-based or 

income-contingent repay¬ 
ment, with monthly 
amounts based on income 
and family size. The maxi¬ 
mum period is 25 years, 
with any balance remaining 
at the end of 25 years for¬ 
given. 

Extended repayment, 
which lets you take up to 25 
years to repay your student 
loans if you borrowed more 
than $30,000 and none of 
your loans were made 
before October 7, 1998. 

You will pay more inter¬ 
est over the life of the loan 
if you use any option other 
than standard repayment. 

If you are having trouble 
making payments, contact 
your lender immediately. 


You may qualify for a defer¬ 
ment or forbearance, which 
can let you make lower pay¬ 
ments or stop making pay¬ 
ments temporarily.

Lincoln sheriff shares a day in 
his shoes with kids at library

Lincoln County Sheriff Curt Folger was on 
the job with his drug-sniffing dog Aramis on 
Saturday, but he wasn’t tracking down a meth 
lab or catching a fleeing suspect. 

Folger was teaching half a dozen children at 
the Lincoln County Public Library about what 
he does as sheriff. 

Folger explained how he chases down the 
bad guys and also handles collection of taxes. 
He demonstrated his radio and handcuffs, and 
explained why he has to carry a Taser and gun. 

Folger also let the kids hang out with his 
deputy K-9, Aramis. Folger explained that 
Aramis was bom and trained in eastern 
Europe. 

Aramis is capable of preventing suspects 
from escaping and he can sniff out six differ¬ 
ent kinds of illegal dmgs. 

Folger said Aramis goes everywhere with 
him, even coming home with him every night. 

“He is with me more than my wife is,” he 
said. “He’s like a deputy, too, except he’s got 
four legs where we’ve only got two.” 

Children’s Librarian Robin Comorat assist¬ 
ed Folger in a demonstration by letting him 
place handcuffs on her. 

Comorat told the kids anyone can grow up 
to be a sheriff if they want to. 

“Our (law enforcement officers) are there to 
help you,” she said. “You should never be 
afraid of them. They’re the good guys.”
